In a dramatic roll call v ote, 
requ iring a two-thirds majority , 
the Senate agreed to impose 
limitation of debate, or clotu re. 
It was the fifth time clotu re 
had been u sed since the ru le 
was adopted 47 y ears ago and 
the first time ev er on a civ il 
rights bill. 


The v ote was 71 to 29 in fav or 
of clotu re. With all 100 senators 
present and v oting, a minimu m 
of 67 v otes was needed to in­ 
v oke clotu re. 


Voting for clotu re were 44 
Democrats and 27 Repu blicans.

The v ote opened the way to

It was the fifth tim e cloture 
had been used since the rule 
was adopted 47 years ago and 
the first tim e ever on a civil 
rights bill. 


The vote was 71 to 29 in favor 
of cloture. With all IOO senators 
present and voting, a m inim um 
of 67 votes was needed to in 
voke cloture.
